Weight 
The greater a paper's weight, 
the thicker and stronger it

Color

Tracing paper 
Transparent paper used 
for copying images, tracing 
paper is used to transfer

Crepe paper 

A thin, pliable paper perfect 
for making flowers. If you 
want to make it stronger, 
stick two sheets together 
with spray mount 


Quilling paper 
Thin strips of paper that are 
wisted into different shapes 
y're available in a great 
number of styles and colors 


Tissue paper 
A very thin, lightweight 
paper. In addition to being 
useful for craft projects, it’s 
the perfect material for 
lining gift boxes. 


Origami paper 
Usually only one side of 
origami paper is colored, but 
this isn’t always the case. The 
only rules are that it’s square 
and folds well.
